Unable to Agree on Guilt of D. V. 


RESULT AN AID TO ACCUSED. 


Charged with Conspiracy _ to Extort 


Cincinnati, O., Oct. 17.—[Special.]—After 
being out seven hours the jury in the first 
of the postal scandal trials reported shortly 
before midnight that it had been unable to 
agree on the guilt of Daniel V. Miller and 
Joseph M. Johns. The 
charged with conspiring to extort a bribe 
from a turf concern. On receiving the re- 
port Judge Thompson discharged the jury. 

There were reports in the courtroom that 
the jurors stood seven to five for tonviction. 
It is generally understood that they were un- 
able to agree on the matter of fact as to 
whether Miller had any connection with the 
déalings between Ryan, the head of the turf 
concern, or as to whether there was any 
conspiracy between the defendants. 


Shortly after 11 o’clock this evening Judge 
Thompson sent for the jury and the jury 
asked for further 
Thompson then said he would instruct them 
about any matter of law, but that they must 
settle matters of facts among themselves. 
He directed the jury to retire again and sub- 
) mit its request for further instructions in 
writing. 

At 11:35 p. m. the jury came in again, and 
in writing reported as follows: 

*““ We find that we are unable to agree upon 
a matter of fact.’’ 

Judge Thompson then questioned the jury 
as to the probability of reaching an agree- 
ment, and on being advised that there was 
no such probability without additional in- 
structions, he discharged the jury from fur- 
ther consideration of the case. 


_ The scenes in the courtroom at midnight 
were dramatic.

RUSSIA STILL EVASIVE. 


Powers of Europe Watching Out- 
come of Demand for Open- 
ing of Ports. | 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, Oct. 17.—The decision of the 
United States government to defend the 
American treaty rights in the far east, as an- 
nounced in today’s Washington dispatches, 
will change the whole international situa- 
tion. It may be said at the outset that this 
decision, although belligerent in implication, 
will make for peace. Russia, and the entire 
world, in fact, has been awaiting with keen- 
est interest the declaration of America’s in- 
tentions. The duty of action in the present 
emergency was unquestionably upon the 
American government. It is the United 
States’ latest treaty with China and Russia's 
written pledge to Secretary Hay of the evac- 
uation on Oct. 10 which have been violated } 
in Manchuria. 


Manchuria Question Is First. 

Japan, as cabied in an authoritative state- 
ment on Tuesday, is not immediately con- 
cerned in Russia's conduct in Manchuria 
and cannot make that feature of the situa- 
tion a casus belli, but the issue between 
Russia and the United States is direct. 
The czar’s government gave an unequivocal 
promise which it now openly repudiates. 
It does not believe the American people 
realize or care particularly for the vast na- 
tional interests involved in the present and 
future in the far eastern trade. It be- 
lieves the country would abandon the great 
national policy of foreign trade inaugurated 
by the purchase of the Philippines rather 
than defend it. 


Thinks America Fears War. 

In other words Russia assumes that the 
abhorrence of war is so strong in America it 
will prevent an armed defense of any na- 
tional rights outside its own territory. 

If Russia becomes convinced that America 
is ready to go to any length in defense of her 
rights, she will speedily withdraw. Her 
readiness to retreat gracefully or otherwise 
in such circumstances has been many times

Hunt president, with branches in New York, 
San Francisco, and points throughout Mex- 
ico, closed its doors this morning in voluntary 
liquidation and posted a notice to that effect 
on the doors of the bank in this city. 

This institution has advertised that it has 
a paid up gold capital of $1,850,000 and depos- 
its of about $1,500,000 silver: The institution 
has been in existence fdr four years and 
had until recently enjoyed public confidence. 
The-cause of the failure is said to be over- 
lending. 

The depositors embrace a large nimber of 
railway construction contractors and men 
of the English speaking colony in this city. 

President Hunt arrived from New York 
today, but made no statement, though later 
the management issued a statement saying 
it was deemed best to close the doors of the 
bank, it is hoped only temporarily, and that 
the prospects are that the depositors will not 
lose a cent. 

There will be much distress among depos- 
itors, many of whom are contractors who 
today came to the city to draw funds to pay 
their men. 

No other American bank is affected, all 
being solvent. A large amount of cash was 
offered the failed institution today, but it 
was said not to be sufficient.

BIG FERRY STEAMERS CLASH 
_IN FOG AT SAN FRANCISCO. 


Oakland and Newark of Southern Pacific 
Service in Collision While Decks of 
( Both Are Full of Passengers. — 


San Francisco, Cal., Oct. 17.—Endangering 
the lives of hundreds\.of passengers, the 
Southern Pacific ferry steamer Newark 
crashed into the ferry steamer Oakland in 
the middle of the bay during a dense fog 
this morning. The Néewark struck the Oak- 
land aft of the paddle box, tearing a hole in 
its side, but fortunately did not damage the 
machinery. 

The’ Newark came out of the wreck with 
its rails carried away at the bows. The 
deck near the apron was cut deeply by the 
Oakland’s side. ° 

As the Oakland rocked on the water after 
the crash the crowd on the lower and upper 
decks rushed back. and forth in a panic. 
Women fainted or went into hysterics. 

On the upper deck several women rushed 
to the rail to.leap overboard, but were held 
back by the men. 

During the half hour that‘ followed the 
crew had to stand ready to restrain the pas- 


sengers.

MARSHALL FIELD 
HOME; TALKS. 


Asks About Grover Cleveland 
and Discusses the Finan- 
cial Situation. 


Has Something to Say About Pos- 
sible Effects of Chamber- 
lain’s Fiscal Policy. 


Marshall Field came home from a three 
months’ vacation yesterday with a coat of 
tan contracted, at eighteen different English 
and continental golf links. On arriving In 
Chicago Mr. Field. accompanied by his 
lofters and putters, changed cars and within 
an hour teed off on the Wheaton course. 
The second round he bettered his first score, 
and then he declared himself at home agalh 
and ready for work. 

Mr. Field was accompanied to this country 
by Joseph Enfield, his representative in Lon- 
don and Paris. 

*“ O, I just had a quiet time in Scotland and 
England and two or three places on thé con- 
tinent,” replied Mr. Field to a question con- 
cerning his trip. ‘‘ Itook things easy. Yes, I 
played some golf, but I didn’t say those 
things about the inferiority of foreign lin 
tu ours which were attributed to me by t 
New York reporters.’’ 

The struggle of Chicago to secure a modern 
and comprehensive traction system was the 
first subject on which Mr. Field was asked 
to give his views in the light of the most re- 
cent developments. But Mr. Field proved 
more than reticent. 

“ All I care to say,”” he replied, “is that 
if the public wants an improvement of trans- 
portation facilities it can have it. The pres- 
ent system is a disgrace to thecity. There 
is no reason that Chicago should not have 
as good a traction system as any city in 
the world, whereas it now has the poorest.”’ 


Interested in Cleveland. 


Mr. Field evinced great interest in ex- 
President Cleveland’s visit to Chicago and 
successfully interviewed his interviewers‘on 
the details of the reception. 

“The reception which Chicago accorded 
Mr. Cleveland was a deserved one,” he finally 
said. ‘Mr. Cleveland’s address is worthy 
of the study of every one. He never talks 
unless he has something to say which is 


{Interesting and for the good of the public.” 


“ Well, would you like to see Mr. Cleveland 
accept-——” began the interviewer, but was 
interrupted by a quizzical smile and no 
words. 

Then Mr. Field talked of Chamberlain’s 
fiscal policy with a keenness of analysis that 
apparently demonstrated English golf links 
to be excellent centers for acquainting one’s- 
self with British affairs. | 

“Of course, it will be a serious thing for 
America if England should adopt a proteetive 
tariff system. It would mean that our export 
business in iron and steel, foodstuffs, and 
textile fabrics to some extent, would receive 
a hard blow. I understand the general im- 
pression in this country is that Chamberlain 
will not carry through his proposed scheme, 
For one, however, I believe that he will win 
in the end—not this year, perhaps, but next.” 


. Talks on Financial Status. 


Mr. Field said he had not kept in close 
touch ‘with the financial situation in America 
during the last three months. In reply toa 
question as to what he believed would be 
the outcome of the present unsettled condi- 
tion of the stock market he, however, ven- 


tured: 


‘That is a difficult question to answer at 
this time. After this great decline in all 
quotations it looks to me as if prices had 
about reached the bottom. Prices undoubt- 
edly went too high at one time. It is a good 
thing for the ceuntry to check up accounts 
once in a while and get prices settled bacl > 
their real value.” 

‘“‘Is there a noticeable lack of confidence 
abroad in the stability of our markets?’ Mr. 
Field was asked. 

“ he replied with a twinkling .eye, 
* they aren’t buying many American sha. es, 
and they don't like to keep them over night. 
But the fact is that London has all the stocks 
at home it can take care of. There is a vast 
amount of English securities actually await- 
ing a market.’’ 

Mr. Field pleaded that he had not been 
home long enough to enable him to discuss 
the subject of city hall graft, and on the mat- 
ter of the latest developments in the labor 
situation he declared he had not changed the 
views enunciated in his interview three 
months ago on the trend of trade unionism. 

**I believe in short hours for the working 
man, good wages, and employment for every 
one,”” he said.

Of the La Salle theater, he said that, to be- 
gin with, its walls were too thin, and that 
from his measurements he had “ calculated 
that when the theater is filled the beams are 
strained considerably beyond a safe load of 
16.000 pounds.” 2 

He advised that columns be placed at once 
in a number of specified places. The floor 
level of the theater Mr. Spengler found to be 
fifteen feet above the street level, although 
the law requires that the main floor shall not 
be more than-three feet above the street.

REVENGE OF A_ DETECTIVE. 


Michael Holloran, 57 Fullerton Avenue, 
Says Martin Queley Persecutes

A charge of conduct unbecoming a police- 
man in an alleged effort to work political re- 
venge was made against Detective Martin 
Qualey yesterday by Michael Holloran, 57 
Fullerton avenue. Holloran alleges that the 
policeman, in fulfillment of a threat to-make 
trouble, began court proceedings on trumped 
up charges three times, twice in Park Ridge, 
which compelled the complainant to start to 
the court early in the morning. 

According to Holloran, Qualey wanted him 

‘to support V. J. Jozwiakowski at the alder- 
manic election. Holloran refused and 
Qualey then, he says, threatened trouble. 
He first had Holloran arrested on the charge 
of stealing lumber, but the complaint was 
dismissed. 

Later, Holloran says, he sent the detective 
a bill for $44 for work he did in repairing 
Qualey’s home.

Mrs. Chittenden Holds to Control of In- 
diana Harbor Hostelry Despite East 
Chicago Land Company.

This was the tenor of the verdict of a jury 
in Judge Hembroff’s court in Hammond, 
Ind., yesterday in the suit brought by the 
East Chicago Land company to dispossess 
Mrs. Chittenden of her managerial rights in 
the big South Bay hotel at Indiana Harbor. 

The verdict of the jury means more than 
his, for it makes a dead letter of the far- 
amed Nicholson law, which is supposed to 
operate in Indiana. This law says that no 
gaming device shall be kept under the same 
roof where drinks are sold and that liquor 
shall not be sold even in a licensed buffet 
after ll o’clock.

The legal proceedings brought against Mrs. 
Chittenden by the East Chicago Land com- 
pany have a singular origin. The company 
is composed largely of wealthy Chicago men 
who practically founded Indiana Harbor and 
numbers among Its stockholders such men 
as the Palmers, the Aldises of Aldis, Aldis, 
Northcote & Co., and the Erskines. They 
built the South Bay hotel when the town 
was started. It is one of the pretentious 
hotels of the state and is headquarters of 
the Indiana Harbor Yacht club. 

Mrs. Chittenden leased the hotel for three 
years and in the lease was a condition that 
nothing was to be done that would be detri- 
mental to the reputation of the house. Sev- 
eral pretexts have been used to oust Mrs. 
Chittenden, but they were unavailing. 

The company then engaged Mayor Knotts 
of Hammond to prosecute her for violation 
of the Nicholson law, but with the foregoing 
result, and the woman continues to hold 
serene possession.

‘J. Campbell Morrison last evening, address- 
ing a meet of the Robert Fulton Association 
of Stationary Engineers. Furthermore, turf 
is smokeless, he asserted. 

Mr. Morrison produced specimens of turf 
found at Sixty-third and South Park ave- 
nue, which he declared were as good as any 
Irish or German peat. 

** There are millions of tons of it,’’ he said, 
“ Between South Chicago and South Bend 
is one stretch of natural fuel, the stratum 
varying in depth from three to twenty feet.

WITH MUCH CASH 


Stanislans Grochela Changes His Edelsons Arrested in Montreal 


and Over $11,000 Is 
Found on Them. 


Fail in Chicago After Getting 
Nearly $100,000 in Goods 
from Wholesalers. 


Charged with getting nearly $100,000 worth ' 
of goods from Chicago wholesale houses by 
false pretenses and conspiracy, Mr. and Mrs. 
E. J. Edelson, Joseph H. and Robert Bdel- 
son were arrested in Montreal yesterday. 

When Mrs. Edelson was searched at the 
Station in a bag tied under her dréss were 
several $1,000 bills and a number of others 
of a smaller denomination, making a total 
of $7,600.

Three months ago the brothers combined 
and established what was called a’ whole- 
sale notion store im Madison street. « To 
various wholesale firms they averred that 
they had inherited $50.000 through the death 
of a relative and intended branching out. 
From Hibbard, Spencer, Bartlett & Co., 
from Lyon & Healy, and from the Steele- 
Wedeles company goods worth more than 
$60,000 were obtained. Other wholesale firnis 
also consigned large bills of goods to the 
Edelsons 


File Petition in Bankruptcy. 

On Sept. 25 a petition in bankruptcy was 
filed, the firm declaring that the assets did 
not amount to more than $10,000. An inves- 
tigation was at once begun by the creditors 
and detectives of the Mooney & Boland 
agency were assigned to the case. Or testi- 
mony given by them the members of the firm 
were ordered to appear before Commissioner 
Eastman Oct. 1, but before that date they 
had disappeared from the city. : 

The detectives learned that the goods cen- 
signed to the firm had been converted into 
cash at valuations below the consignors’ 
figures.

Going Into Business in Montreal. 

The Edelsons were taken into custody just 
as they had completed arrangements to @n- 
gage in, business In Montreal. Some of the 
money alleged to have been obtained by 
fraud had already been invested there. 
After Mrs. E. J. Edelson had been followed 
to Montreal she was located at 9 St. Charles 
Borromeo street. While the detectives were 
watching the house late at night EB. J. Edel- 
son and his brother Joseph entered. Robert, 
however, did not make his appearance, A 
shadow was placed on the trio and the next 
day the detectives visited the Montreal 
banks, where they learned that $20,000 In 
United States currency had been deposited 
by the suspécts.

LABOR GORE-ALLS, 
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FEDERATION TO INVESTIGATE 
“UNDERGROUND” CONCERNS. 


Campaign Will Be Started Today 
Against the Information Bureaus 
Whose Circulars Promise a “Sure 
Cure” in All Strike Troubles—Oblit- 
erate Unions and Increase Output 
Is the Claim—Both Employes and 
Secretary Job Denounce Scheme. 


A campaign is to be begun today by the 
Chicago Federation of Labor against a num- 
ber of concerns that claim to serve employ- 
ers in various “underground” ways. |The 
representations of these’ companies to} the 
manufacturers and heads of large mercan- 
tile establishments, whose patronage is so- 
licited, will be reported to the federation ahd 
a thorough investigation ordered. 

The information on which the matter will 
come up is obtained from letters sent out 
frcm the concerns. These letters promise 
the person addressed protection from labor 
treubles in secret and mysterious ways. 
Private information as to the organizations 
is offered for sale, and the communications 
tell of quiet settlements of strikes and of the 
disappearance of the agitators. ° 

One of the letters to be read is signed, it 
appears, by J. K. Sanders, alleged manager 
of a Chicago company. Many promises of 
relief from labor wars are held out in the 
document. No patron of the concern, it is 


claimed, has had a strike since subscribing 


to its service. Full information is promised 
of all employés, whether they are members 


of any union, and who may be depended on 


in an emergency. 
Many Secrets Are Promised. 


As evidence of the efficiency of the com- 
pany, the letter tells of unions which have 
been obliged by it to surrender their char- 
ters, while two other organizations have 
been absolutely destroyed.” -Walking del- 
egates drop out of sight quietly and with 
no questions asked, the concern recites, at 
its intervention. The brightest inducement 
for patronizing the company is held out in 
the statement that since it entered the Chi- 
cago field wages have been reduced and the 
output increased with its subscribers. 

Another. company, with headquarters in 
Cleveland, is also in the field and offers sim- 
ilar accommodations. A letter from J. H. 
Smith, manager, in regard to the sessions 
of the Illinois state federation, just closed, 
is to the point.. This document recites that 
the company will have several delegates at. 
the convention who will be able to furnish 
subscribers a complete report of all proceed- 
ings. 

Like a Patent Medicine Circular. 

“The convention will consider and act on , 
matters of vast importance and seriously 
affecting the manufacturing interests of your 
state,”’ the letter says, “including contem- 
plated labor legislation, pending strikes, 
boycotts, and lockouts, as well as other mat- 
ters affecting the labor interests of the en- 
tire country, and we have no doubt that this 
information will be of great interest and 


value to you.” 

Under the codperative system of the com- 
pany, the communication says, a copy of the 
report, covering all secret sessions, will be

In Chicago only one north branch dock 
was found with spare room, and after 250 tons 
had been stored away there its managers 
were forced to refuse further contributions to 
Chicago’s fuel supply.

Dock managers do not conceal their an- 
noyance at the way buyers are holding aloof 
from anthracite at present prices. Belief is

The adverse building conditions, in this case, 
did not deter owners from responding to the 
demands of large tenants for increased busi- 
ness facilities. 

A proof of the prosperous conditions in 
this center is the fact that the coming Jan- 
wary will see less surplus of available space 
throughout the district than any year since 
1892 and 1893, notwithstanding the fact that 
no less than 800,000 square feet of floor space 
has been added. 

What this means relatively, is shown by 
a few facts: While this year will show little 
or no surplus of room, it was only a few years 
ago that by actual computation there re- 
mained, when all demand had been supplied, 
a surplus of over 750,000 square feet of floor 
‘space, This seemingly has all been taken up,

Cornack In the week’s practice behind closed 
gates at Sheppard, it was as good as & 


victory. 
Chicago Rooters Dazed, . 

With Chicago it was different. The rooters 
were too dazed by the suddenness of the 
catastrophe to give the team more than 4 
desultory cheers as it left the field. Instead 
of the cheering crowds often massed at the 
gymnasium doors only the old guard, the 
faithful who have stood by Stagg’s teams in 
victory and defeat, wended their way to the 
bathrooms in the basement of Bartlett gym- 
nasium, where the physical, not the mental, 
bruises were being rubbed away by masseurs. 

The result was a surprise to the football 
publicasawhole. It means much to Chicago, 
It means more to Northwestern. 
looked for a Chicago victory by a score of 
from 12 0 to 18 Chicagoans hoped and 
expecte, four or five touchdowns. North- 
western rooters would not have felt disgraced 
with a 6 to 0 or 12 to 0 defeat. Only Me- 
Cornack and members of the team dared 
more than hope for victory. 

Play Too High. . 

To the credit of both® Northwestern and 
Chicago, it must be added Northwestern was 
underrated more than Chicago was over- 
rated. Chicago, as a team, probably was 
stronger than against Purdue a week ago. 
Its attack started faster, and, while it failed 
to gain ground as well, it was because of 
meeting a stronger defense, while the vaunt- 
ed défense for the first time met a well 
drilled attack. And this defense failed in 
the first half largely because men who should 
know better failed in the rudiments of the 
game. Hill, “ Big’’. Maxwell, and even 
Capt. Ellsworth played so high it seemed 
they must be on stilts. Northwestern's 
backs, starting fast, hit the line hard‘ and 
pushed back and aside the maroon forwards, 
who as a rule were badly outcharged by their 
lighter opponents. Northwestern tried 
hurdling at the start, and this probably made 
Stagg’s pupils forget they were to gét down 
before the plays and allow the players back- 
ing up the line to do their part.

Northwestern’s Varied Attack. 

If Chicago was not overconfident before the 
issue, it was dangerously near that point, 
The student body had come to regard the 
Northwestern, 
fairs as merely preliminary to the real battle 
with Michigan on Thanksgiving day. In- 
stead they saw a team farther advanced than 
their own, showing a more concerted attack, 
better team work, charging well in the Hine, 
and especially in the first half playing much 
better football. Chicago played only straight 
football. Northwestern tried several shift 
attacks, and also used its big guards—Phil- 
lips, who was a tower of stréngth on both 
offense and defense, and Garrett—in advanc- 
ing the ball, sending one of the backs for- 
ward to the line to fill the vacancy or take an 
end position, thus keeping seven men on the 
line of scrimmage. 

While the game does not inevitably put the 
Midway players out of the championship 
running, kt effectually blocks any clear claim 
to premfer honors, for should they by any 
chance win all their remaining’ games, the 
specter of Oct. 17 would hang over their 
record. 

Shifts in Chicago Line. 

Yet the affair has its consolation to Chicago 
men. It was better for the awakening to 
come early than late. If there was any 
danger of overconfidence not a vestige re- 
mains. Two of the best linemen, Ahiswede 
and Parry, were out of the game because of 
injuries. Hill’s poor passing at the outset, 
responsible for two fumbles, necessitated 
his shift to guard on offense and the sub- 
stitution of Burrows at the center before 
the game was fifteen minutes old.

Fieager, Blair, Colton, and frequently Phil- 
lips and Garrett tore through for short but 
steady gains, and at length the ball was 
within Chicago's twenty-five yard line. “Har- 
der the maroons fought, and nearly every 
first down became a matter of inches, but 
the inches were always -in favor of the 
Evanstonians.

Still Chicago was not out of danger. El 
worth punted to the forty yard line and 
Fleager returned fifteen, the Chicago tack- 
lers being slow in getting down. After a 
few advances, Colton on a third down with 
two yards to gain attempted a place kick, 
the ball on Chicago’s thirty yard line. The

OPINIONS OF THE EXPERTS. 


Northwestern Is Given Great Credit by 
Coach Stagg and Other Chi- 
cago Admirers, 


Coach Stagg—The result of the game was 
a big surprise to me, I must admit, and one 
thing which is absolutely true and must be 
said is that the honors belong to Northwest- 
ern. McCornack’s men had advanced forma- 
tions, and they were nearly all well executed. 
On the other hand, we used single plays 
throughout, and I hate to admit it, but they 
were poorly played. Northwestern's linemen 
charged well, and the backfield got together 
nicely and worked hard all the time. They 
made a lot of ground on us over tackle, and 
their line plunges were effective. I had not 
seen the purple play this season, and it is 
evident that their. strength was underesti- 
mated. If our offensive play had been better 
we would have had more honors, but as it 
was, Northwestern must be given all credit 
for having put up a superb game. However, 
a tile game is way ahead of a defeat, so I 
don’t see that we can complain until we 
are beaten by somebody. 

Capt. Ellsworth, Chicago—Northwestern 
made us play hard to keep from being de- 
feated, and I feel safe tn saying that they 
proved to bevat least 100 per cent better than 
we had been led to expect. In fact, they were 
fully as good today, if not better, than any 
team we met last year, I don’t care who it 
was. I expected we would win by about 
three touchdowns, but we were held so well 
that I consider we are fortunate to have kept 
them from ecoring on us. And they came 
uncomfortably near doing it, too Mc- 
Cornack has done wonders in building up 
such a team as he sent against us today. .

ILLINOIS WING HARD GAME 


Champaign Players Are Held to One 
Touchdown in the First Half, bat 
Get Going in the Second and Piew 
Through Lafayette Line tor Three 
More—Eight Hundred Rooters Ac- 
company the Visiting Team and 
Over 4,000 People See the Contest. 


Lafayette, Ind., Oct. 17.—[Special.}—A 
marvelous defense, which completely stopped 
and broke up the famous Harvard guards 
back formation, and as speedy and brilliant 
an offense, together with some bad errors 
by its opponents, gave Illinois a most satis- 
factory victory over the Purdue football 
team on Stuart neld today, and made the 
Illinois team a warm favorite for western 
honors in football. 

That Purdue should have been beaten 24 
to 0 was something considerably beyond the 
expectations of the most sanguine of Lili- 
nois students, while it was doubly surprising 
and almost humiliating to several thousand 
Purdue supporters, who turned out with the 
confident expectation of holding Lilinois down 
to at least one touchdown.

GRACE BOND HAS ALL QUALITIES 
OF FIRST CLASS HORSE. 


Combines Gait, Speed, Manners, and 

Breeding to Perfection, Being, in 
a Trotting Phenomenon — 
Comes Honestly by Fine Qualities, 
as Both Sire and Dam Were of More 
than Ordinary Merit—Great Year- 
ling Shown at Lexington.

The history of baby trotters is always an 
interesting one, and that,of Grace~Bond, 


which at the Lexington meeting 


defeated 


with ease Alta Axworthy, that had won 
from her the previous week at Cincinnati 
and took a mark of 2:14%, is no exception to 
the general rule. 

It is certain no more natural] trotter than 
Grace Bond ever stepped on a race tr * 
and, as for the qualities that go to make up 
@ first class race horse, she has every one 
of them to perfection—gait, speed, manners, 
and breeding. That she has the chief req- 


uisite, speed, 


in a marked degree, 


was 


shown when she trotted the slow Cincin- 
nati track in 2:14%. Only two fillies that I 
can recall—Katherine A. and Janie T.—have 
beaten that race performance at two years, 
and they did so by three-quarters of a sec- 
ond only. Neither af them, however, classed 
with Grace Bond at the same age in other 
respects. They had not the symmetry of 
the little daughter of The Bondsman. Good 
as they were in the matter of sticking to 
the trot,,they had not quite her manners, 
Grace Bondisatretting phenomenon.

that instinct into practice to such an extent 
as to make her the champion 2 year old of 
1908. Both her sire and dam were oolt trot- 
ters of far more than ordinary merit. The 
Bondsman was an important factor in the 
histeric Futurity won by Boralma, and in 
two heats of that race was timedin2:12. He 
could beat 2:20 as a 2 year old, and, although 
an ailing leg placed him in the stud at an 
early age, it is perhaps better for tlre trot- 
ting interest that such is the case, as if he 
can get a few more things like Grace Bond 
he will have proven, as a sire, of more value 
to his owner than a performer of any pos- 
sible excellence could be. 
J. H. Thayer of Lexington, better known 
as “Joe’’ Thayer, has been recognized for 
@ good many years as one of the most suc- 
cessful colt handlers in the country, and he 
also has the rare faculty of being a good 
salesman as well as a first class trainer, so 
that he has waxed prosperous. It was 
Thayer who, years ago, brought out the big 
Stallion Rex Americus as a 2 year old and 
Grove him a mile better than 2:16 over the 
Lexington track. That performance caught 


the fancy of C. J. Ham 


lin, who was present 


at the faces, and he paid Thayer $15,000 for 
the young stallion. That was Thayer’s first 
notable achievement in the colt producing 
line, but since then he has sent many a good 
one under the wire in creditable time. 


Grace Bond Is Not His. 


But the best of them all, Grace Bond, is 
not his property. On the contrary, when he 
sold the filly’s dam to Mr. R. H. Plant of 
Macon, Ga., he threw the filly, then only a 
few weeks old, in to make good weight. The 
dam of Grace Bond is Grace Boyd. - This 
mare when a yearling was bought by Mr. 
Thayer, and with a little handling developed 
into’ a wonderfully fast trotter for her ‘age. 
As a racing tool she looked like one of the 


most promising things in the land, but the 


following spring Thayer, who was naturally 


anxious to give his young stallion, The Bonds- 
man, every opportunity to show his merits 


as a sire, bred Grace Boyd to him. 

In the spring of 1901 the filly now known as 
Grace Bond was foaled. Mr. Thayer, know-

his colts have always been handled by com- 
petent men, among them T. J. Dunbar and 
Charlie De Ryder. The above figures of 
what the youngsters have done-over the 
training track were furnished by Mr. Tainter 
and can be relied upon. 


Fast Class Favored. 


The tendency of late years fn the light har~ 
nes? sport has been to make 4 lot of big 
stakes for the fast class trotters, inetead of 
giving money for performers whose records 
do not amount to much, and for thie reason ft 


is now important that a driver whose string | 


comtains a good many horses of various de- 
grees of class shall show judgement as to 
how his trotters are ‘* placed,”’ especially to- 
wards the close of the season, ason this point 
may depend a good deal of his success or 
failure the following year. 

It. will not do, for instance, to take a green 
trotter or pacer to the races over mile tracks 
when the campaign is half over, for the rea- 
gon that if the animal wins a heat it will be 
outclassed next year and possibly a good 
prospect spoiled at the eame time. This on 
the supposition that the horse really has 
class as well as an unusual turn of speed. 
Not every green trotter or pacer that can go 
well is worth “saving over’’ after the fact 
that he has the ability to etep it off has 
been established. 

- Even when there ts 2:10 speed on tap fora 
Httle ways with a trotter, and a 2:05 clip for 
an eighth or so in the case of a pacer the 
protlem has onty begun to present itself. 
Speed of a certain order is essential—in fact, 
nothing can be done without it—but there are 
a lot of other qualfications that are just as 
important. There must be the ability to 
carry the speed shown for a short distance 
until the end of a mile is reached, and then 
be able to come back a time or two. There 
must be the willingness to race, as well as 
the ability. “There must be gameness as well 
as speed. There must be manmers as well 
as all the other needful traite. AN theseare 
pretty hard to find, or to produce, in one 


‘horse, and yet the stake winners must have 
them, which is why there are so few stake 


horses.

The really capable trainer is never in a 
hurry with a horse that promises well. A 
season or two does not.make any difference 
with him, and he is willing to wait what 
would seem to a’ novice at the game an uZ- 
conscionable .time ,if only at the end of it 
he has a horse that meets his expectations. 
He knows this is the best plan, the only safe 
one, in fact, since, when the stake horse is 
ready. to be put to the test, a lot of money 
must be laid out in entrance fees, and this, 
added to the training bills that have extended 
over two or three years, and the original 
price of the “ prospect,”’ make a total that in 
general way may be said to run somewhere 
around $10,000, that being rather a moderate 
estimate than otherwise. 

That is why the man who understands his 
business is in no hurry. Dave McClary, 
who drove Star Pointer to the world’s pacing 
championship, and who is a painstaking man 
with a horse, has a pacer that he will prob- 
ably bring out next season. This pacer 
McClary bought more than a year ago, at 
which time it could show better than 2:13 
over a half mile track. Along in the falla 
mile under 2:10 was put to its credit over the 
Readville track. It was well bred, being by 
Star Pointer and out of a mare by the trot- 
ter, Egthorne, 2:14%, and most men, after 
the good trial last fall, would have entered 
the pacer down the line this year and taken a 
chance, but not McClary. He knew his 
pacer had speed and manners, but he was not 
sure it had class. 3 

Takes a Year to Learn. 

So he has put in this year satisfying him- 
self on that point. There is another green 
pacer in his string, one bred in California, 
and some trotters that look as if they might 
do well when the time comes, but none of 
them will be raced until it can show the 
proper credentials. MocClary has his string 
at Louisville, Ky., where there are good 
roads on which to jog all winter, and where 
the spring is an early one. 

Scott Hudson, in addition to being the most 
industrious and earnest man in the training 
business, is also canny about all matters per- 
taining to horses and their possibilities, and 
the way in which he looks ahead would sur- 
prise some people who have not noticed this 
trait in his character. So far'as can be 
judged by those who are not in his confidence, 
Hudson is trying to shape up an extremely 
strong hand for the 2:12 and 2:10 trotting 
stakes next year, and at the same time not 
overlook the possibilities. in the stakes for 
slow class trotters. Last year, it will be re- 
called, he had out the crack 3-year old of 
the campaign in Gail Hamilton, which he 
drove to a mark of 2:11%, and, although she 
was beaten in the Futurity by, Nella Jay, the 
Hudson filly was admitted on all sides to be 
the best of her age. 

This year. Gail Hamilton has not: been 
started, but she has been taken along with 
the other Hudson horses and trained just as 
carefully as though she were booked to go 
for the money every week. ;The-rail birds 
watched her work, and for a time were puz- 
zled. Finally it dawned on them that Hud- 
son did not intend to start the daughter of 
her for the 2:12 stakes of 1964, -when she will 
be 5 years old, trained and mannered to a 
finish, and ready, if ever in her life, to show 
at her best. 7

EVENTS OF LAST FEW DAYS WILL 
‘LIVE EVER IN HISTORY. 


Republic Is Told of Reforms That Will 
Prove of Grave Import we Visit of 
Italy’s King and Queen Shows Na- 
tion Has Taken Its Place Firmly 
with the Powers of Burope—Signing 
of Treaty with Great Britain a Step 
Toward Universal Peace.

PARIS, Oct. 17.—We have just passed 
through a historic week. It is true it began 
as other weeks with speeches by cabinet 
ministers. At Clermont-Ferrand, where the 
statue of Vercingetorix, the Gaul, was unh- 
veiled, Premier Combes took advantage of 
the opportunity to make a great speech, in 
which he condemned clericalism and na- 
tionalism, and even laid down a program for 
the political season, including the speedy 
passage of the budget for 1904 during the 
session which will open on;Oct. 20. Then, 
after New Year’s day, will be the discussion 
of important reforms. These are: 

Educational reform, with the object of 
completely laitizing the instruction and sup- 
pressing the famous Falloux law of 1851, 
which permitted the organization of teach- 
ing by the religious congregations; finan- 
cial reform, with the object of enacting an 
income tax; and, finally, religious reform. 
with the object of denouncing thé concordat 
and separating church and state. 


Income Tax Plan Not Pleasirig.

MYSTERY OF DISAPPEARING 
"BREAD BLAMED ON SPOOKS. 
Strenge Puzzles Scientists 


as Wellas Police—British Family Un- 
able to Explain What Happens.

' LONDON, Oct. 17.—The united efforts of 
ten chemists and policemen so far have failed 
to solve. the mystery of the disappearing 
loaves, over which the whole of the west 
riding of Yorkshire is deeply excited. For 
nearly eight months a large family in Bev- 
erley had to go breadless every morning be- 
cause the loaves baked at night had decayed 
or shrunk almost to nothingness. The efforts 
to solve the matter eliminated any question 
of human or rodent agency, and the only 
resort left has been to accuse spooks or hob- 
gobiins of playing tricks. 

" (he members of the Webster family, to. 
whom the strange phenomenon has been man- 
‘Ifested, are people of unquestioned respecta- 
bility and honesty. One evening in last 
March Mrs. Webster baked bread and placed 
it on the stone floor to cool. In the morning 
it looked as if it had been gnawed by rats or 
mice. The next night the. bread was placed 
on a high shelf in the dairy, inaccessible to 
the rodents, and the same thing happened. 
, The crumbling continued, and another kind 
of flour was used. The loaves still dwindjed, 
and this went on for some time. 

There weer no servants in the household, 
and Webster, suspecting a practical joke. 
placed the fresh bread in a closed pan, seta 
rat trap inside another on the lid, sprinkled 
flour on the dairy floor, and not only locked 
the door, but stretched two lengths of cot- 
ton across it. In the morning he found the 
threads undisturbed, the flour unmarked, 
and the rat traps undisturbed, but one of 
the loaves had entirely disappeared and the 
other had dwindled to half its original size. 

For nearly three months *the Websters 
kept the mystery to themselves, but the 
situation became desperate and uncanny, and 
they called in a policeman and put him in 
sole charge of the dairy for several days. 
The same thing happened, and loaves 
secreted in various places about the house 
dwindled in the same way. The microscope 
of chemists revealed the presence of no 
microbe or fungus, and the bread was pro- 
nounced absolutely pure. 

To avoid the lamentable waste of bread 
Mrs. Webster began to bake cakes for the 
household, and was relieved to find that 
though they lay side by side with the 
blighted bread on the dairy shelf they showed 
no sign of harmful contact except when the 
last crumb of bread had disappeared, when 
they were attacked. So now she is reduced to 
the necessity of baking bread for the vora- 
cious goblin or whatever it is in order to have 
cakes enough to go around in the morning.

A DANGEROUS AiLIANCE.. 

To characterize the duke of Devonshire as 
leader of the opposition to the Chamberlain- 
Balfour fiscal scheme, as a number of news- 
papers are hastily doing, is to misinterpret 
the facts. Instead of becoming a leader of 
the opposition the duke has ranged himself 
explicitly as an ally not of Chamberlain, who 
is for protection outright as a principle, but 
of Balfour, who favors specific reciprocity 
as an expedient. It would be folly to deny 
that the alliance is dangerous to American 
interests. 

The duke of Devonshire’s reply to the in- 
vitation by the Free Food league to become 
its president shows that he is in perfect ac- 
cord with Mr. Balfour's Sheffield speech, the 
full text of*which has reached this country. 
The duke’s choleric resignation must have 
been written upon a pattial and misleading 
report of that address, which differed funda- 
mentally from Mr. Chamberlain’s pftoposal 
of a return to unlimited protection. Mr. 
Balfour said at Sheffield: I do not think 
that public opinion is ripe in this country 
for the taxation of food. I have given the 
matter my most earnest consideration, and 
that is the conclusion at which I have ar- 
rived.” Again he said that the policy of 
protection would not be a complete remedy 
for the alleged ills of England, “ even if it 
can be tried in its integrity; and it cannot 
be tried in its integrity because I believe the 
country will not tolerate a tax upon food.” 


speech and all that he proposed was bestow- 
al upon the government of the right to ne- 
gotiate commefcial treaties. He demanded 
liberty of negotiation, not protection. He 
distinctly repudiated the proposal of a com- 
bative tariff in general. 

“TI contemplate with regard to this coun- 
try,” he said, no such procedure as “ an im- 
mense general import duty upon all foreign 
goods.” He thought that would involve 
“too great a disturbance to our habits, ou 
practice, and our trade ”—but “we might 
inform any foreign country which we 
thought was treating us with outrageous 
unfairness that unless they modified their 
policy to our advantage we should feel our- 
selves compelled to take this or that step 
in regard to their exports to our country.” 

This is exactly what the duke of Devon- 
shire writes as his conditional] acceptance 
of the presidency of the Free Food league. 
He approves of opposition to “ taxation of 
‘food imports from foreign countries and 
preferential treatment for the colonies as 
well as a general tariff on imported manu- 
factured goods,” but “I understand these 
objects do not involve opposition to the pol- 
icy of the government in so far as that policy 
is limited to reserving to the government the 
right of proposing to parliament tariff legis- 
lation for the purpose of negotiating com- 
mercial treaties and the mitigation of hostile 
‘ariffs.”’

The countries that impose the highest du- 
ties upon British manufactures are the 
United States and Russia, but the chief ex- 
ports of both these countries to Great Brit- 
ain are foodstuffs. Therefore, without the 
taxation of food, to which Mr. Balfour is 
now absolutely opposed, he cannot bring any 
material, pressure to bear upon either the 
United States or Russia. As an eminent 
British publicist has already pointed out, 
both the United States and Russia would be 
more iriclined to submit to the relatively 
insignificant tax proposed on their manu- 
factures than to forego the control of their 
own home market, “ which they believe to 
be the basis of all sound industrial develop- 
ment.” 

The complications which would inevitably 
arise for Great Britain in war, should she 
endanger her present amicable relations 
with the sources of what Lord Goschen de- 
clares to be four-fifths of her food supply, 
are too appalling to permit Mr. Balfour to 
ehange his highly changeable mind concern- 
ing the acquiescence of the British elec- 
torate in any ministerial barter amounting 
to a food tax. 

While, therefore, the duke of Devonshire 
brings an undoubtedly strong reinforcement 
to the revolutionary forces of the cabinet, 
there is not yet ground for alarm in the in- 
dustrial or commercial organization of the 
United States.

ORTFPODCXY AND BOETAILED COATS.

THE ART INSTITUTE. 

The twenty-fourth annual report of the 
trustees of the Art Institute of Chicago, 
with accompanying reports of its director, 
treasurer, and librarian, shows that this 
popular institution is still prospering and 
extending its work as a public educator. It 
apparently ‘has passed through its period of 
“storm and stress,” and is now possessed 
of resources to increase its practical effi- 
ciency. 

Some of the figures submitted by its di- 
rector, Mr. French, are eloquent in their 
significance. Most people will be surprised 
to learn that it has in its various depart- 
ments uo less than 2,580 students, these de- 
partments including day and evening stu- 
dents, Saturday classes, and the summer 
school. The popular interest in the insti- 
tute ‘is shown by the fact that during the 
year ending June 1, 19038, there were 713,577 
visitors, the smallest attendance in one day 
being 104, and the largest 6,690. The 
library is also growiug. {It has 2,000 vol- 
umes, and these volumes have been con- 
sulted during the year by a total of 42,769. 
persons—students and others, The an- 
nouncements of exhibitions, lectures, music- 
als, and receptions for the coming season 
are also of interest. Ten exhibitions are on 
the program besides lectures in Fullerton 
Memorial hall by well known artists and 
connoisseurs, a university extension course 
of lectures upon “ Art and Daily Life,” 
eighteen lectures upon architecture, ten 
upon ancient and renaissance sculpture, ten 
upon antiquities, metals, and textiles, ten 
upon old and contemporary pictures, and a 
series on the history, theory, and practice of 
the fine arts. : | 
addition to all this, the question of 
creasing instruction in the applied arts is 
a’so under consideration. If it shall be un- 
dertaken in addition to the important resuits 
of the school of academic art there will be 
added the equally important results of a 
school of artist-artisans. The director says: 
“ The reciprocal influence of academic art 
and applied art is undoubtedly excellent; in 
the best periods of art the artist, the de- 
signer, and the artisan have been identical; 
there is a plain drift towards art crafts at 
the present moment, and the demand must 
be met in some way! But the question of 
room and management is a, serious one.” 
If the institute shall decide that it is wise 
to add such a department—and already it 
has some classes in applied arts, such as 
china decoration, basketry, pottery, and 
metal work—undoubtedly the question of 
room aud management will not be serious. 
It is pleasant to note that the institute is in 
such a flourishing condition, for it is one of 
the factors which are making for the higher 
things in this material city.

love sanctifies marriage.” Marriage, there- 
fore, must yield to free love.

‘This, while it calls itself Christianity, is 
clearly quite different from the Christianity 
of the authoritative: exponents of that re- 
ligion.

He adopted Schopenhauer’s pes- 
simism. He began to look for salvation not 
only in the establishment of a community of 
goods but in a- Buddhistic escape from the 
illusions ef existence.

It is the Will to Live that plunges us into 
indulgence and then casts us forth on the 
dry beach of satiety. It is the Will to Live 
that eauses us to bring suffering to our 
fellow men. Therefore, the Will to Live 
must be subdued, and we must endeavor to 
reach a clear appreciation of the illusiveness 
and worthlessness of the things of the 
senses. 

To communism, therefore, Wagner added 
Buddhism and became an ardent propa- 
gandist for both philosophies. He' was 
eager to establish the common ownership 
of the illusive and wortliless things of the 
senses, and he labored actively to establish 
the folly of activity. “ As Christianity,” 
said he, “ appeared amid the imperial civil- 
ization of Rome, so now, amid the chaos of 
modern civilization, music starts forth on 
a similar mission. Each exclaims: ‘My 
kingdom is not of this world.’ ” 

One way in which the new kingdom was 
to be established was through emigration 
from the temperate zones to the torrid zone, 
where so much work and so much culture 
would not be necessary, and men could de- 
vote themselves more assiduously to a recog- 
nition of the vanity of work and culture. 
Another way to the hew kingdom was 
through vegetarianism.

Prof. William MacClintock of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago must have been influenced 
by Prof. Stagg of the same university in his 
address to the Business Woman's club Fri- 
day evening. His subject was a singular

There is no need to encourage goblin and 
giant literature among children. It is that 
kind of literature which they enjoy. There 
is need for the increase of fairy literature 
rather than fits decrease. Its reading should 
not be confined to good and sentimental lit- 
tle girls. Bad and unsentimental little boys 
should be encouraged to read it and become 
better acquainted with Titania, Puck, 
Pease Blossom, Cobweb, Moth, 
Mustard Seed, and all the other fairy peo- 
ple who flit so delightfully through the 
“ Midsummer Night’s Dream ” of the great 


poet.

The old annual exposition, whose open-

If READING A VICE! 

“That ‘diffusion of knowledge’ com- 
monly classed with steam heat and universal 
suffrage in the category of modern improve- 
ments, has incidentally brought about a 
new vice—the vice of reading.” With these 
words, Mrs. Edith Wharton opens an i!- 
luminating article entitled “The Vice of 
Reading,” in the October number of the 
North American Review, and she goes on to 
say that no vices are so hard to eradicate as 
those which are popularly regarded as vir- 
tues.. Mrs. Wharton divides readers into 
two classes, the mechanical reader, the 
slave of his bookmark, and the born reader, 
whois always hisown bookmark. “ Toread 
is not a virtue, but to read well is an art, and 
an art that only the born reader can acquire. 
The gift of reading is no exception to the 
rule that all natural gifts need to be cul- 
tivated by practice and discipline, but an- 
less the innate aptitude exist the training 
will be wasted. It is the delusion of the 
mechanical reader to think that intentions 
may take the place of aptitude.”” The writer 
has but littl mercy for this “ mechanical 


what the man who grinds the barre! orgah 
is to music, yet while the organ grinder 
does not challenge comparison with Pade- 
rewski the mechanical reader never doubts 
his own iutellectual competency. 

There are four evils that Mrs. Wharton 
lays at the door of this despised “‘ mechani- 
In the first place by being re- 
sponsible for the demand for mediocre writ- 
ing he facilitates the career of the mediocre 
author. Secondly, by his passion for popu- 
lar renderings of abstruse and scientific sub- 
jects he retards culture and lessens the | 
possibility of abiding work. His habit of 
confusing moral and intellectua!] judgments 
is the third sin of which the mechanical 
reader is guilty, and the fact that his de- 
mand for “ peptonized literature” has oc- 
casioned the appearance of the “ plot ex- 
tractor,” or mechanical critic, is his fourth. 
“It is thus that the mechanical reader sys-’ 
tematically works against the best in lit- 
erature. Obviously, it is to the writer that 
he is most harmful. The broad way that 
leads to his approval is so eazy to tread and 
so thronged with prosperous fellow tray- 
elers that many a young pilgrim has been 
drawn iuto it by the mere craving for com- ° 
paniouship, and perhaps it is not until the 
journey’s end, when he reaches the Palace 
of Platitudes and sits down to a feast of 
indiscriminate praise, with the scribblers 
he has most despised helping themselves n- 
reproved out of the very dish prepared in his 
hovor, that his thoughts turn longiugiy to 
that other way—the strait path leading

Wharton's, yet even while congratulating 
himself upon his own aptitude for books he 
may think that the author has been a little 
too severe on his “ mechanical brother.” It 
would be a pity to remove all great literary

A SERMON FOR TODAY.

Who or What Is Your Master? 
A can serve two masters.—St. Matthew, 
vi, 


T is always impressive and helpful to 
have a statement intended as a rule of 
life uttered with authority and in lan- 
guage so simple and direct that it cannot 
be misunderstood. 

Jesus Christ, whose words these are, was 
not only the “ Lord of life,’”” but the Master 
of living. He spoke not only as one having 


authority, but out of an experience thappae 
tested in his own life the rules he ga or 


the guidance of others. 
That he exemplified both in letter and spirit 
the principle expressed in the text fs so clear- 


ly a matter of history that-even his most per- 
sistent critics have not been able to gainsay. 
Nor should any one fail to understand the 
force of the axiom, “‘ No man can serve two 
masters.”’ It is a universal negative and as- 
serts an impossible condition of service. It 
does not destroy the free exercise of the hu- 
man will, but it places a limitation upon the 
functions of that will. 

We are so constituted that though one may 
boast of his independence in thought and 


action, nevertheless there is a mastery to’ 


which every one is ever rendering an obedient 
service. We must serve some master, but 
‘no man can serve two masters.”” Neverthe- 
less, we are confronted with the fact that the 
great majority of men are endeavoring to do 
the thing which is here pronounced im- 
possible and proved to be so by all experience. 
Alas! how many have fallen victims to this 
vain endeavor; how many are still engaged 
in the hopeless task of a dual service! The 
proposition is as true in the affairs of every- 


day life, in the questions. affecting political, 


civic, ethical, commercial, and social rela- 
tions, and the numerous situations in which 
we are called upon to assume an attitude of 
service, asin the realm of religion and morals. 
The tendency of the age is to be noncommit- 
tal, to straddle, to be on the fence, to serve 
two masters, wheh, as a matter of fact, such 
an effort is a delusion and a snare, and in the 
end subverts the best interests of the in- 
dividual and of the common weal. Com- 
promise is always a sign of weakness. Con- 
servatism is a sort of fetich of the day. In 
questions of honor and dishonor, of good 
report and evil report, of right and wrong, 
there is no middle ground upon which honest 
men can afford to stand. In such we are at 
the “parting of the ways” and we must 
follow one or the other. 

Especially is this true in matters of religion. 
Here the line of separation is so clearly de- 
fined that it cannot honestly be escaped. 
The Great Teacher gives a concrete example: 
* Ye cannot serve God and mammon.” God, 
as representing the highest,: because most 
perfect, mastery, and mammon as demand- 
ing thé lowest, because the most degrading, 
service, each is an imperious and exacting 
muster, and no man can be loyal to both. 
Their wills are. so different, their commands 
80 opposite, and their ends so antagonistic 
that the occasion must frequetitly arise when 
one or the other will have to be despised and 
disobeyed ff the other be honored and served. 
Try as we may to elude the difficulty of the 
situation we are forced to enlist in the serv- 
ice of the one or the other. Beyond a doubt 
mammon rule—mammon worship—is one of 
the distinctive features of the day, and few 
realize how deep is the impress upon life and 
character. There is an expression about 
“every man” or “everything having its 
price,”’ and the fact that ft calls forth a re- 
sentment that steadily grows less pronounced 
indicates how far we have gone in thts direc- 
tion. However, there is no necessary conflict 
between God and mammon, between the 
acquisition of wealth and the highest duty 
of life, but there is a necessary conflict be- 
tween the mastership of wealth and the mas- 
tership of God. When men are so dominated 
by the love of gain that it becomes an absorb- 
ing passion and the higher claims of duty 
are made secondary, they should at least be 
honest with themselves and know in what 
service they are enlisted, and not be deluded 
by the thought that they can “ hold to the 
one” and not “despise the other.” 
worthy service assumes other forms. So- 
clety, fashion, pleasure, may be substituted 
for “ mammon,’:-and we have identically 
the same situation. ®It is not a question of 
inconsistency or incongruity. It is not “ ye 
ought,” but “ ye cannot.”’

An important factor in these conditions is that when a man marries 
. he can, if he so elects, cut his wife off entirely from past associations — 
and separate her from her own people; on the contrary, a woman, so to 
speak, marries her husband's family as well as himself, and must there- 
after cast her lot in with them, unless he sees fit to cut adrift. 
lf the woman can rise gracefully, well and good; if she can descend with

the market to all other countries. 


Imports from United States. 


From the United States alone the value of 
manufactured products taken by Canada last 
year aggregated $46,000,000, all of which 
Great Britain could have supplied. From the 
United States, Germany, and Belgium Can- 
ada last year purchased iron and steel prod- 
ucts to the value of $24,000,000. When the 
new Pacific road is bullt there will be many 
more millions expended every year for years 
to come .in addition to the general demand 
represented by the above $24,000.000. 

Besides iron, steel, and other metal prod- 
ucts, Canada took from other countries, not 
counting Great Britain, cotton goods to the 
value of $2,750,000, a trifle short of another 
$2,750,000 for éarthen and porcelain ware, 
$1,000,000 worth of laces, braids, etc., an- 
other $1,000,000 worth of caps &nd bonnets, 
$750,000 worth of gloves and mitts, something 
short of $750,000 worth of jewelry, over $500,- 
000 worth of lamps and lanterns, $1,500,000 
worth of electric motors, over $1,000,000 worth 
of books and periodicals, over $750,000 worth 
of drugs, and a similar amount of tools, and 
many other classes of goods, as éxplosives, 
buttons, candles, rubber boots and shoes, 
lubricating oils, paints, and soaps, as well as 
products for the use of the dominion govern- 
ment representing a sum of over $1,750,000. 


How Americans Beat British. 


American supremacy. in the merkets of 
Canada is not due solely to close proximity, 
similarity. of climate, and tariff conditions 
favoring the classes of goods chiefly produced 
by the United States compared with those 
of Great Britain. It is largely accounted 
for by push and energy. British merchants 
expect Canadians to order from catalogues 
or come across and look at goods.

They make it 
their business to discover what the Cana- 
dians want and the outside prices they are 
willing to pay.

Last 
year we had gixteen accidents reported to 
us and this yéar we will have away over a 
hundred. That is, with 975 licensed drivers 
of automobiles we had only sixteen acci- 
dents, while with scarcely double the number 
of machines we'will have nearly seven times 
as many accidents. 
Accidents Being Classified. 

“These are simply accidents, however. 
They are the serious and the minor casual- 
ties that belong to driving the machines 
through the crowded streets of a metropolis. 
Naturally, every new machine increases the 
chance of accident to some extent, but it is 
hard to explain how this enormous increase 
has come about in one year. However, we 
shall know, if CRey by the end of the 
present year. 

“ To this end we are

“prevention. It was discovered in the be- 


ginning that the use of only one brake on 
machines had a tendency toward accidents, 
and a council order making, another brake 
necessary has been of marke@ effect in pre- 
venting accidents. Perhaps by the time we 
have tabulated the accidents of.a year, some 
one feature may stand out above another as 
one of the causes. 

“ Just now we are noticing that there are 
more accidents with automobiles about 1 or 
2 o'clock in the afternoon than at any other 
time in the day. Naturally, there are more 
machines out at this time than at any other, 
and again, in the summer evenings there are 
many machines in the streets and boule- 
vards. For instance, if it should be discov- 
ered that most of the accidents of‘a day

necessary for all machines to slow down be- 
low the ordinance rate for this special! period. 


Seek Information on Many Points: 

“At the present time our inquiries are 
directed toward discovering the character.

ness; whether the accident was caused by a 
defect in the mechanism, and whether it

‘the purpose; whether the speed was exces- 
give, and just what was the time of the ac- 
cident. 

“We cannot tell at this time just what 
such a tabulation as this will show,” said 
Mr. Ellicott, “ but we shall be surprised if 
it does not throw some light on the question 
of how to keep down accidents. Recently 
there has been a change in the attitude of 
@ good many owners of automobiles with 
reference to the rules of the road. The 
time was when almost every automobile 
driver shielded every other driver in his vio- 
lations of the rules of the road. Since the 


» numbering system went into effect there 
are scores of drivers who are law respect- 


ing. and when they see an infraction of the 
ordinances on the part of a machine of a 
certain number they are as quick to report 
it here as any anti-automobile man pos- 
sibly could be. The man feels that he owes 


‘guch a report to authority in behalf’ of the 


decent drivers of automobiles much more 
than he owes silence toward the one who has 


willfully broken the law. 


Public More Tolerant.

the automobile forward, is just enough for 
the automobile to take a wheel on the car--

As one who has been criticised a good deal 
for his operation of machines in Chicago, it 
is interesting to know that in Mr. Banker's 
opinion the vehicles least regardful for the 
safety and the decencies of the streets in this 
city are the wagons hauling the United States 
maalls under government contract. 


Mail Wagons Worse than Autos. 


“ It doesn’t matter what you are driving in 
or who its driving,” says Mr. Banker, “ these 
drivers of the mail wagons seldom show you 
the least consideration or give you the least 
right in the thoroughfares. They seem to 
have a bullying disposition, based on the 
belief that the mails have a right of way apy- 
where in the streets, and that everything else 
should give way before them. If the owners 
of automobiles had given the residents of 

this town such a taste of the machines as 
the drivers of the mail wagons are doing you 
would never have heard the last of it. 

“As to the accidents caused by automobiles, 
it is safe to say that every machine in Chi- 
cago this last summer lias done double the 


mileage that it ever did before. Few people | - 


recognize just how thoroughly a new auto-| 
mobile breaks into the life of a family. Be- 
fore it is bought the family may have been 
in the habit of going to the theater two. 
evenings or more a week; they may have had 
a calling list of considerable length, and ina 
general way may have done a good deal of 
social mixing. 

* But with a new automobile in the barn 
everything but the automobile stops short 
off. There is no more caling to speak of; the 
family quits the theater as if it had closed 
for the season. The automobile is every- 
thing, and with perhaps. three members of 
the family licensed to run it the machine is 
kept hot. Few people appreciate what a 
sociable sort of thing the automobile is. 
These little runabouts are made with only 
one seat, so far as they appear to the average 
person, but nearly every one of them has a 
seat for attaching in which two more persons 
may be seated comfortably to themselves and 
certainly with no sense of overloading the 
power that draws them. : 


Only Thought Is Riding. 

“It is interesting, too, to notice a family 
when the automobile is broken down and 
is awaiting the repairer.. Evérything stops 
short off in the line of pleasure. A friend 
may call and remark the funereal air of the 
household and will be told thet the automo- 
bile has gone to smash. ‘Well, why don’t 
you go to the theater?’ he may ask, and he 
will be surprised, perhaps, by the reply, 

‘Why, I hadn’t thought of'that.’ 

“ The whole point of view is that the auto- 
mobile is the sole amusement for the fami- 
ly so long as it runs, and the automobile of 
‘today is made to run better and longer than 
‘Jt ever has done before. The machines have 
been simplified until a bright person may 
have a pretty clear insight into the run- 
ning of one of them with only fifteen min- 
utes’ instruction. So much have thése 
changes been for the better that 90 per cent 
of the automobiles now in use will be laid 
aside by their first owners within the next 
year in favor of new ones.”’ 

Mr. Banker is an enthusiast who looks 
to the time when the last horse shal! have 
done liis work in Chicago streets and when 
there may be 200,000 automobiles of all 
types and makes in use in Chicago streets. 
He seea for the autOmobile a vast economy 
of space over that occupied by the horse 
and the vehicle that trails after him. Then 
he anticipates the time when the greatest 
source of unclean streets will have van- 
ished.

In a good many families where there is an 
automobile there are tWo or more licensed 
operators, so that the number of machines in 
the city subject to the city ordinances is esti- 
mated at 1,500 in round figures, representing 
a possible $1,800,000 worth of machines, based 
upon an average of $1,200 apiece. Virtually 
this is $1 per capita invested by Chicago in 
automobiles, and the amount is growing 
every day in spite of speed limitations and the 
exaction of numbers upon the vehicles. 

At the present time in Chicago John W. 
Gates has a machine that cost more than any 
other in the city. It is imported, and with 
duties and bonuses to its manufacturers it 
cost him about $18,000. One of the other noted 
machines is that of John A. Drake’s, the 
‘White Ghost’’ of Vanderbilt's. Quite a 
number of citizens have as many as three 
machines. The general tendency in buying 
machines is to invest in the roomy, high 
power vehicles, such as have given Evanston 
and other suburban towns so much concern, 
As a sport automobiling is still growing.

In other days the promoter grew up by 
himself, At the present day in Chicago 
there are business schools and business sys- 
tematizing houses that are graduating pro- 
moters e@very year. These graduates are 
called business specialists,”’ but the train- 
ing they gei is the training that all the old 
promoters have gone through in one form or 
another. 


Promoters Graduate from Schools. 

Bo the young men who finish some phases 
of these business colleges and supervising 
institutions are ready to go out and promote 
for themselves upon the day of their entrance 


. Into the business wor!ld. 


The old line promoters, the men who have 
made Chicago famous as a hothouse of new 
and bold and successful rlans, finds no more 
fitting type than the Moore brothers. Law- 
vers they were in the beginning, and their 
lega! skill was of much use to them in bring- 
ing about the combinations with which their 
names are so closely linked in the industrial 
world. J. Pierpont Morgan and his great 
assistant. George W. Perkins, have done wide 
and successful promoting, and some that has 
not been so successful. 

But there are many promoters who are not 
£0 widely known yet who earn great commis- 
sions and sometimes large saleries through 
‘thelr ability to make deals with conflicting 
interests and to bring strong, well organized 
and productive organizations out of chaotic 
conditions. 


Fees Make Up for Idleness. 

Often the promoter will be idle, sometimes 
willingly, sometimes involutarily. But then 
will come a transaction in which he will 
make m&4re money than he could have made 
in many months of working upon a good ral- 
ary. He gets his pay usually in stock. This 
stock is that of new corporations he has 


' formed out of several old ones, or the new 


one he has created out of nothing but money 
and his skill. 

A Chicago man who has become rich in 
Successful premoting within the last six 
years said the other day: “‘A big man 
makes the hest promoter. . There is some- 
thing attractive in a great big chap with 
broad shoulders and a good face. A man 
who looks like a crook couldn’t promote the 
consolidation of two peanut stands. - But the 
big fellow, if he has good address, a com- 
mand of language, and unbounded 
will go far.

Robbers’ Escape Difficult When Boys 
Are Coming from School 


CCORDING to Capt. Schuttler ‘of the 

Sheffield avenue police Station, flat

IX HUNDRED children given away 

every year in Chicago. : 

of the various child saving insti- 

tutions agree on these figures. Six 

hundred children given away by par- 

ents too poor to keep them—given away that 

they may have the care and comforts they 
could not have at home. 

Many of them are reclaimed in after years 
by the mothers who gave them up, and each 
time one is taken back to its first home there 
is a heartache in the house from which it is 

ken. 
“OF the thirty children saving societies of 
the city the majority prefer to accept the 
children for a short time only, so that they 
may reiiéve the distressed family, and yet 
preserve the possibility of a reunited family 

It is the intention of these societies to make 
sure that the parents understand when the 
child is given away without thought of re- 
claiming it that this giving is irrevocable. 
Otherwise the attempt to regain possession 
is sure at some time to bring pain to the 
woman who has ‘taken ft. 


_ Understanding by All Is Essential. 


When it is understood ‘by both parties to 
the transaction that the child will be taken 
again by its parents the dietress of the foster 
mother is not-so.great. She has anticipated 
the time wheri the child would go back to its 
mother. 

“Children are given away for a variety of 
reasons,” says Hastings H. Hart, head of 
the Chicago Children's Home and Aid so0- 
ciety. “poverty. désertion. distress furnish- 
ing, of course, a large proportion of causes. 
The poor mother or father left destitute and 
alone. to care, single handed and hopeless, 
for a. large tamily of children. is far less apt 
to think of giving these children av'ay than 
is the man or woman less accustomed to 
poverty, although the poor man who Is be- 


reaved of.the wife.and mother finds himself . 


in a peculiarly helpless and difficult situa- 
tion; the poor, you see, know how far alittle 
may be made togo. But the people who, sud- 
denly reduced from comparatively comforta- 
bie circumstances, experience real and un- 
accustomed poverty are utterly at sea and 
uncertain. They see nothing for it but to

quately support into the care ofothers. And 
often.the deserted wife or the woman who 
has quarreled with her husband believes no 
other course open to her likewise. It breaks 
her heart to think of it—but what else can 
she do? 
Parents Urged to Keep Children. 

“We do our best, In all such cases, to per- 
suade the distressed parents to keep the 
children, at least for the present; some other 
way out of the difficulty may usually be 
found, although this is not the branch of our 
work that shows as well in statistics. Evea 
where a girl has been unfortunate, ‘we urge 
her to keep the child, unless the so doing 
means open disgrace and distress for both 
child. and mother; the having the little 
one to love, support, and care for frequently 
means the mother’s salvation. And even 
when and where we are convinced that the 
separation will be for the good of the children 
we work slowly and try to be more than sure, 
if possible, before taking the little ones 
away.” 

Many times in giving away the child the 
parent makes the mental reservation that it 
shall be “ forever—or until I can get it back 
again.” This has caused several bitterly 
fought trials tn the courts—bitter because 
they grew out of the great love of two women 
for one child, one the mother who had given 
it up and the other the foster mother who 
had taken it. With reference to the absolute 
waiver of all claims on the children Mr. Hart 
says: 

“ Not long since a man was advised by his 
friends to come to us with his children; the 
mother, having been stricken with insanity, 
was shut up In an asylum. It is doubtful tf 
she can ever recover. We agreed with this 
man, or with his friends, rather. that we had 
better take the children. But when the 
papers had been properly drawn up and made 
ready. I said to him: ‘ Now I must read these 
to you.’ 

Realizing Loss, Changes His Mind. 

“ And when that man understood and real- 
ized that, after having yielded the children, 
he must never make any further claim for 
or upon them, never seek to know. their 
whereabouts, or hold communication with 
them, that, in fact, the children would be 

, he weakened, hesitated, final-

ly changed his mind entirely. ‘No, I can’t 
do that,’ he decided, and the children are 
still his. Now, wasn’t it much better that 
he should so dedide then, rather than later, 
when the children had been placed in new 


homes?” 


Miss Rebecca Brickell Holmes of the Bureau 
of Charities, which organization does mcst 
of its children's work through and by the aid 
of the Children’s Home and Aid society, fully 
agrees with Mr. Hart. 

“It is an absolute injustice to the foster 
parents to allow them to be even troubled 
with requests for the return of the child 
given for adoption,” is her opinion, “and 
it is hard on the child also. The only thing 
that will prevent such difficulties is care in 
the beginning. No parent should be allowed 
to give away a child without fully realizing 
what it means to part with that child for- 
ever, and, once given, the child's new home 
and connections should be kept from the 
real parents for the sake of all concerned. 
Looseness in regard to the adoption plans 
can only lead to sorrow and suffering. and 
the distress of the foster parent seems the 
only aspect of the matter seldom considéred. 


Recie mation Less Frequent. 

“No, I do not think that cases of reclaimed 
children are growing more frequent. I be- 
Hieve, rather, that the hard work of the asso- 
ciated charities in striving to have children 
legally instead of loosely given and adopted 
is bearing fine fruit tn that the Irregular case 
now comes strongly to public notice. We are’ 
all working more and more in the direction 
of specific and reasonable care for every child 
in existence, and the adoption of homeless or 
dependent little ones receives more care and 
attention ev~-y day.” 

So if you want to give away your child, 
citizen of Chicago, be sure that you know 
your own mind in the matter, that you really 
are determined to yie!d it, fully nerved to the 
wrench of knowing it no longer for your own. 
For anything like the Indefinite or careless 
giving up of children—once quite common, 
and which often caused a child to be ccm- 
pletely lost sight of after a little, or to change 
hands so frequently that its identity was 


finally and irreclaimably forgotten—is

Hires Messenger to Play-Pool. 


e of the nove! requests for the services 
came into the La Salle street 
office the other morning. A well dressed man 
came in about 10 o'clock to say that he was 
a stranger in the city and was compelled to 
stay 1A town alf day. He said that he was 
fond of playing pool. but that he did not want 


to go to some public place and play with - 


strangers: therefore he would like to engage 
a messenger for the day to go and play with 
him. A young fellow was soon found who 
knew the game, and, divesting himeelf of 
the cap and uniform, he went out with the 
visitor for all day. 

Quite frequently visiting strangers In Chi- 
cago call upon the meerrenecer <ervice for 
boys to escort them around the city. showing 
them the principal sights and steering them 
clear of suspected confidence people. For the 
most part these peopie are fgom the smaller 
cities In THiinots and neighborine states. but 
not infrequently a.citizen from. New York or 
Boston, who may have only a few hours in 
town and no friends calls upon A mesrenger 
to make a quick circuit of the place with him. 
Occasionally some farmer, perhaps with his 
wife. comes to town and aske fora messenger 
escort. and to the extent that the visitor Is 
{ll dressed and loutish, the smal! boys in re- 
serve in an office seelt to shirk the job; with 
a citizen who will probsbiv make the rounds 
in comfort and spend freély tin the matter of 
luncheon and transportation and amuse- 
ments this escort assignment fs at the top of 
the list of possibilities. 


Ambitious to Shine as Detectives. 


The one position of envied responsibility 
that comes to the messenger of today is that 
of amateur detective. More and more every 
year the messenger boy is called upon by the 
jealous wife to spy upon the actions of her 
husband, and almost to the same number the 
jealous husband calls upon him to spy after 
the movements of the wife. Business men, 
too, call for boys to shadow employés who 
may be suspected of spending too much 
money. 

“ Women seek messengers for divorce pur- 
poses more than do men,” said Mr. Mitehell. 
* Boys who are well grown and wide awake 
are selected in such cases. They'are clothed 
in ordinary street dress and are expected to 
keep absolute watch over the suspected one. 
Thus, if the person goes to a theater, the boy 
will follow; if he goes somewhere in a cab 
the messenger takes another cab right after 
him; and often it is necessary for the boy to 
watch a house all night. He takes written 
notes of everything, and when he reports to 
the office his reports are spread out and made 
full and plain. Lots of boys are kept in thie 
work and often I see the reports of a divorce 
in the papers and recall how one or the other 
party to it had been paying the office for the’ 
detective work.”’

Trusted Fully on Short Acquaintance, 
In general. perhaps. there is no class of boys 


who are trusted more widely at shorter ac 


quaintance than these district messengers. 
Not long ago a boy was sent from the La 
Salle street office to Peoria, carrying with 
him a grip containing $600 in cash. The man 
sending the money direct chose to trust it to 
the messenger rather than to the express 
companies. Several years ago a mas in the 
downtown district every week sent the 
money for his pay roll to the shop on the 
north side, calling a messenger for the pur- 
pose and trusting him with $300 to $400 at « 
time. In such cases the company accepting 
the parcel counted the cash and assumed the 
responsibility for its safe delivery. 

Delivering a vicious dog is one of the wh- 
desirable tasks of the messenger, just as 
driving home a spirited horse may wear on 
a boy's temper and nerves. There have been. 
oceasions whén dogs beve whipped out their 
escorts and escaped. just as borses have oo- 
casionaly run away and emashed things. 
In al) such cases compromises are effected 
with the owner o€ the dog or horse, 

In the character of the messenger boy 
there has been a change in netionalty In 
recent years. Ten years age most of the 
boys were Irish, with the next ranking ne- 
tionality the American. Both of these are 
disappearing, while the Pole, Bohemian, 
Jew. and Italian are coming into the work in 
increasing nunmibers. The Irish and Amer- 
ican boys have had the reputation always of 
giving the best service. but at the same time 
it has been the shortest service. indicating 
that these nationalities are going directly 
into something better. leaving the messenger 
service to others.

Europe Studies Our System of Temperance Education. 


ERMANY is. looking to the United 
‘States for ideas to oppose the spread 
of alcoholism. Aecording to temper- 
ance advocates, it is recognized that 


the most effective work is that Which 


begins with the child In the schools. The 
United States has been the pioneer in this 
instruction, and for that reason Germany, 


England, and other nations as well have_ 


been interested in learning the methods em- 
ployed. | 
This looking to America for ideas has its 
strange feature. German scientists were the 
ones who first showed by experiments the 
effect of alcohol on the system. America 
took these findings and incorporated them 
in text books and.brought them to popular 
understanding. This country. took the re- 
sults of German investigation? and made use 


of them. | 


In the United States first of all were laws 
enacted making instruction in this subject 
compulsory for pupils in public’ schools. 
Facts concerning the nature and effect of 
alcoholic drinks have been put in text books 
adapted to the grades of the schools. | 

The most effective laws in various states 
make it necessary for at least thirty lessous 
a year from the primtary grade until the end 
of the first year in high school, making 270 

sons for the nine years.

methods_in contesting intemperance is the 
fact that the greater sobriety of the Amer- 
ican workman has done much to establish 
American commercial supremacy.
